I  have  tho  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  1964 . 

The  general  health  of  the  area  has  been  well  maintained  and  there 
have  been  no  outbreaks  of  any  notifiable  disease.  Despite  economic 
conditions  the  population  has  remained  relatively  static. 

Among  the  notifiable  diseases  only  2  cases  of  measles  were  recorded 
and  once  again  poliomyelitis,  diphtheria  and  the  enteric  group  of  fevers 
were  absent.  For  the  second  year  running  no  new  cases  of  tuberculosis 
were  notified. 

During  tho  year  steps  were  in  hand  to  deal  with  the  recurrent 
nuisance  of  dust  from  the  slag  works  in  the  centre  of  the  town  and 
renovation  work  had  been  started  to  improve  the  sewage  works. 

Visits  were  paid  from  time  to  time  to  bad  property  and  plans  were 
approved  for  the  demolition  of  Baring  Street  and  part  of  Campbell  Street. 

Your  water  and  milk  supplies  maintained  a  clean  and  satisfactory 
record. 

The  Child  Welfare  Clinic  at  the  Mechanic's  Institute  continued  to 
be  very  well  patronised  by  the  mothers  and  children  of  Tow  Lav;  and  its 
neighbouring  area  (for  statistics  see  i-nnual  Report  of  the  Chief  Medical 
Officer,  Durham  County). 

Your  Public  Health  Officer  has  appended  his  report  to  mine. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  co-operation 
and  harmony  which  you  have  given  to  us  during  the  year.

195  visits  were  made  to  slaughterhouses  and  other  food  premises  during  the 
yea v,  principally  in  connection  with  the  inspection  of  meat.  The  quality  of 
the  carcases  presented  for  inspection  and  -the  general  hygiene  of  the 
slaughterhouse  premises  continued  to  be  satisfactory . 


4.  W.C.  CONVERSIONS 

During  the  year  37  conversions  from  ash  closets  to  the  water  carriage 
system  took  place.  There  are  now  785  water  closets  and  245  ashclosets  in 

the  district.
